IMPORTS AND EXPORTS OF GOLD. 
Tike QUESTION OF VALUATION, 


It has been recently sugeested in the cireulars 
issued by certain financial houses that in the Trade 
Returns issued hy the Board of Trade imports of 
vold are calculated at their pre-war prices, whereas 
ll eCNPOrts of wold, except SOVeEreIZHS, are taken at 
their actual bullion value at present prices. The 
Board are informed that the average values of 
ports and exports of gold bullion during 192] 
have been os follows, and that this information has 
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been ‘furnished by the Board of Customs to en. 
quirers :— 
Imports of gold builion, unrefined, 82s. 7d. per 
oz. troy; refined, LO8s. per oz. troy. 
Exports of gold bullion, refined, 106s. per oz, 
troy. 

In Volume If. of the Annual Statement of Trade 
for 1920 (Cmd. 1504) both the quantities and values 
of the imports and exports of gold coin and bullion 
ure @iven in detail, and these show what is the 
general practice of record. Timports and exports of 
all gold, except British coin, are entered at the 
market value returned by the importers and ex- 
porters, who are responsible for the correctness of 
their entries, and the averages resultine from a 
comparison of the declared weights and values 
correspond with sufficient precision to the means of 
the market quotations to demonstrate that the 


general practice is, in fact, In accordance with the 


official regulations, and not that suggested in the 
circulars in question. 





IMPORTATION OF PLUMAGE ‘(PROHIBITION) 
ACT, 1921. 


As from Ist April, 1922, the importation into the 
United Kingdom of the plumage of birds not ex- 
pressly excepted under the Act will be prohibited. 
The Board of Trade may, however, under Section 2 
(4) of the Act ‘‘ grant to any person a licence sub- 
ject to such conditions and regulations as they may 
think fit authorising the importation of plumage for 
anv natural history or other museum, or for the 
purpose of scientific research or for any other special 
purpose.”’ 

All applications for licences under this sub-sec- 
tion should be addressed to the Imports and Exports 
Licensing Section, Board of Trade, Great George 
Street, London, S.W. 1. 


SAFEGUARDING OF INDUSTRIES ACT. 
COMPLAINTS UNDER SECTION 1 (5). 


The Board of Trade have received formal notices 
of complaint under the above Sub-section in respect 
of the following articles :— 

(1) Lactose ‘‘ R’’; 

Muciec Acid ; 

Synthetic Camphor ; 

Calculating Cylinders ; 

Planimeters and Integrators (Planimeter type), 
which, it is contended, have been improperly in- 
cluded by the Board of Trade in the lists of 
articles chargeable with duty under Part (1) of 
the Act; 

(2) Synthetic Resin and products made therefrom, 
which it is contended, have been improperly ex- 
cluded from the aforesaid Ists. 

These complaints will be submitted in due course 
to the Referee appointed by the Lord Chancellor for 
the purposes of Section 1, Sub-Section (5), and any 
persons directly interested in any of them should 
communicate immediately with the Board. 











GOODS IN CUBAN BONDED WAREHOUSES. 
A telegraphic report has been received from H.M. 
Representative at Havana to the effect that owing to 
congestion in bonded warehouses in Cuba a Decree 
has been issued by the Cuban Government authoris- 
ing the re-exportation, free of Customs duties, at 
the request of the consignees of all goods at pre- 
sent stored in such warehouses. The concession 
accorded by the Decree is to remain in force until 
Sth April, and the goods must be re-exported within 
50 days after application has been made. 
According to a further Decree, all damaged or 
unclaimed goods accumulated in bonded warehouses 
are to be sold at auction in order to meet Customs 
duties payable thereon, whilst all other goods will 


he disposed of in the same way if not reshipped by 


oth April.

letters, packages containing catalogues, ete. Thus 


carelessness often involves heavy excess postage 
charges against the Overseas Representatives of the 
Department—a iiisfortune which no British trader 
would deliberately desire to inflict upon them. 
Instances of this character have been reported to the 
Department within the last few weeks from Yoko- 
hama, Brussels, and Damascus. It is desirable to 
point out that if this evil cannot be checked Over- 
seas Officers cannot be expected to take delivery 
of any such lette rs or packages. Firms desiring to 
send any business Jiterature or catalogues to the 
Overseas Representatives of the Department should, 
in fairness to them, exercise the greatest care to

WHOLESALE PRICES IN JANUARY. 


BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 

In each of the eight groups of articles, except 
that relating to textiles other than cotton, the aver- 
age of January prices is lower than the December 
average, the three food groups showing an aggre- 
vate reduction of 3°2 per cent. in the month. and the 
five groups of industrial materials accounting for a 
fall of 2;0 per cent. ‘The general price average for 
the 150 items, including food and _ industrial 
materials, 1s lower than the December average by 
2°4 per cent. The general level in January and the 
averages for the several groups are compared in the 
following table with corresponding particulars for 
Dee ember and for a year earlier.

The miscellaneous items included 
with ‘‘other articles’? contribute 10 price decreases, 
four inereases, and et@ht eases of no change. 
The largest decreases recorded im respect of these 
articles are in quinine sulphate, rubber, and build- 
ing deals 4in. by 11 in., all between 10 per cent. and 
15 per cent., and the only increase exceeding 5 per 
cent. is in bleached sulphite pulp for pape r-1 making, 
which in January was 10 per cent. higher in price 
than in the previous month.

Of the 150 items included above, no change of 
price average is recorded from December to January 
in respect of 30, while increases are shown for 50 
and decreases for 90. The changes were within 5 
per cent. in 76 cases, including 20 of the increases, 
and 56 of the decreases. 





URUGUAY. 





A SMALL ACTIVE STATE. 


The Republica Orientel del Uruguay, which 
means the Republic lving to the east of the river 
Uruguay, is the smallest State in South America. 
Tt has a population of about 15 millions, and for 
the past fifteen vears has been undisturbed by revo- 
lutions. Its recent history has been similar to that 
of other South American Republics—a war pros- 
perity followed by financial ditheulties. 

The talling off in exports which came about to- 
vards the middle of 1920 was followed by credit 
restrictions, and the position was made still more 
unsatisfactory by sharp fluctuations in the rates of 
exchange. Sterling, which during the preceding 
two years or more had been quoted at rates which 
meant a considerable depreciation, recovered in the 
course of 1920, and was quoted at par before the 
vear was out, after the Uruguayan dollar, nomin- 
ally worth 5lj,d. had reached 751d. some 10 
months previously. The value of the United 
States dollar, which had stood at par or thereabouts 
for some time, rose steadily during 1920, the rate at 
the end of the vear representing a premium of 40 
percent. The Italian Bank of Uruguay, which 
during the war had financed many transactions 
overseas, was obliged to suspend operations in July, 
1920, and seek a moratorium. A period of acute 
uncertainty followed, during which the prudence 
shown by the Bank of the Republic and other local 
banks went far towards relieving the awkward posi- 
tion in which many traders were placed. Some 
months afterwards the Italian Bank of Uruguay 
was able to arrive at an agreement with a majority 
of its creditors and the doors were reopened. On 
22nd July, 1921, the Uruguayan Government, 
taking into consideration the fact that the finances 
of the Bank were in such a precarious condition as 
to bring about compulsory liquidation unless relief 
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were alforded, issued a decree whereby the Bank is 
placed beyond the precepts of the Law of 2nd June, 
1893, for a period of one year; the importance of the 
measure taken will be more fully appreciated when 
it is stated that the Bank’s lability to depositors is 
over thirteen million dollars. 


THE PRINCIPAL INDUSTRY. 


The high prices which ruled during the war for 
meat, hides, skins, wool, and other products result- 
ing from livestock raising, the principal industry 
of Uruguay. created an atmosphere of unpre- 
eedented wealth, and the signing of the Armistice 
found the Republic enjoying a trade boom of con- 
siderable magnitude. During the course of 1920 
the altered conditions in the trade of the world made 
themselves felt in Uruguay, and the pronounced 
drop in prices for produce of the kinds mentioned 
could not fail to have marked influence on the coun- 
try’s economic situation. Uruguayan tinned meat, 
which during the war and for some months after 
the Armstice commanded high prices, became a 
commodity difficult to sell as soon as the war-time 
contracts terminated, and it was not long before the 
country was faced with the fact that the demand 
for the meat of cattle of ordinary quality had ceased. 
It has often been said that of the immense herds in 
Uruguay not more than 25 per cent. of the stock is 
suitable for chilling or freezing, and that the re- 
maining 75 per cent. must be dealt with either for 
canning or jerked beef. 

The winter of 1921 was a very unfavourable 
season for livestock, and the mortality among cattle 
and sheep was very heavy; not only was the winter 
an unusually cold one, but the lack of rain made the 
situation additionally unsatisfactory. With the 
advent of spring abundant rains fell all over the 
Republic, and herds and flocks are improving in 
condition. The meat-freezing establishments and 
jerked beef yards have been marking time for some 
months past; in facet, many of them have been en- 
tirely inactive. The demand for the higher grade 
cattle should revive as soon as operations at the 
freezing works are renewed on a normal scale, but it 
is difficult to gauge the extent of the probable 
demand for ordinary cattle, which, as already men- 
tioned, are more suitable for canning and for jerked 
beef than for chilling or freezing. It appears to be 
generally recognised that in order to increase the 
proportion of Uruguayan cattle suitable for the 
freezers, efforts should be made by stock raisers to 
improve their herds by means of additional pedigree 
stock. However, the results of the Exhibitions re- 
cently held at Montevideo, Salto, Paysandt, and 
other towns, point to the lack of interest in fine 
stock; moreover, it cannot be said that the result 
of the recent sales of imported pedigree stock, 1n- 
cluding many bulls bred in the United Kingdom, 
have been any less disappointing. 


PosITION or ForreIGN TRADE. 


Captain Eric Buxton, Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Legation, Montevideo, points out in his 
Report, dated November, 1921, that the value of 
imports in 1920 from the United Kingdom repre- 
sented 17°23 per cent. of the total, being exceeded 


‘by the United States with 30°52 per cent. and 


Argentina with 21°72 per cent. During the preced- 
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ing two years the proportion from the United King- 
dom of the total imports was about the same as in 
1920. In 1918, 22°56 per cent. of the total was 
imported from the United States, but in 1919 the 
ratio increased to 35°56 per cent. The general de- 
pression in trade, which has been manifest for many 
months now, has very naturally brought about a re- 
duction in imports. This diminution in the extent 
and value of orders placed overseas by Uruguayan 
buyers has meant a decrease in the volume of pur- 
chases made in nearly all those countries which may 
be regarded as the principal sources of supply of 
Uruguay’s import trade. There was one conspicu- 
ous exception, however, and this was Germany; the 
imports from that country increased three-fold 
during the first eight months of 1921 as compared 
with a similar period of 1920. While the sale of 
British goods had been made difficult by the pre- 
mium of about 25 per cent. at which sterling had 
been quoted in the exchange market for several 
months preceding the date of the Report, and 
despite the fact that Umited Kingdom firms had 
reduced their prices, the representatives of German 
manufacturers had had little trouble in securing the 
major portion of the orders in many lines of busi- 
ness owing to their quotations being invariably very 
much lower than any others. The Germans 
appeared to have cut their prices to such an extent 
as to have left very little chance of their not obtain- 
ing a large share of the available business. The 
premium at which United States’ funds had been 
extraordinarily high, the rates of 
exchange having attained figures which represented 
a premium of 60 to 70 per cent., with the result 
that imports from that country suffered a severe 
check.

REPOBLICS OF DOMINICA AND 
HAYTI. 


AFTER-WAR DEPRESSION. 


The economic history of these Republics of late 
years closely resembles that of countries larger and 
more commercially important. A great expansion 
during 1919 and part of 1920, while the artificial 
conditions left by the war continued, and then 
collapse, heavy losses, and general depression. Both 
Republics are agricultural, and depend upon the 
proceeds of their tropical products for the means to 
purchase eoods from overseas. 


Domintcan EXPERIENCE. 


The foreign trade of the Republic during the 
vear 1919 was the largest in its history, and the 
exterior commerce still further increased during 
the year 1920, ageregating 105,257,117 dols. in 
value, an increase of 43,636,098 dols., or approxi- 
mately 71 per cent. This increase was not a natural 
one but was due to the abnormal conditions. The 
balance of trade in favour of the Republic in 1920 
Was 12,205,365 dols.. a decrease of 5,377,400 dols. 
from the firures shown for 1919. This decrease was 
due to the enormous importations of cotton goods 
and other commodities during the vear and the 
great reduction of exportations during the last six 
months of 1920. All ports showed large increases 
in imports, Exports from Barahona, Monte Cristy, 

uerto Plata, Samand and Sanchez decreased in 
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value, due to reduced shipments of coffee and cotton 
from the first two ports, and in the case of Puerto 
Plata, Samana and Sanchez to the low market 
price on eacao and tobacco. Throughout the 
Republic economic conditions were bad at the close 
of 1920, the merchants were overstocked with goods 
and the farmers unable to dispose of their products 
at a price in keeping with the cost of production. 
On the north coast, particularly, where cacao has 
been the principal crop, the growers have suffered 
great losses, and many are cutting out their cacao 
and abandoning its growth. 


FOREIGN SHARES IN DoMINICAN TRADE. 


The United States had 77°05 per cent. of the total 
import trade in 1920, valued at 35,848,791 dols.; the 
United Kingdom had 3°30 per cent., valued at 
1,556,556 dols.; France, 141 per cent., 657,617 
dols.; and the Netherlands, 1°29 per cent., with 
600,953 dols. The increase in the United King- 
dom’s share of the trade from 1°57 per cent. in 1919, 


with a valuation of 346,217 dols., is mainly due to 
the large imports of cotton eoods, in which line 


there was an increase of approximately 21,000,000 


lineal metres, the valuation in 1920 being 
12,713,662 dols. (as against 3,932,498 dols. in 1919), 
of which 8,591,884 dols. came from the United 
States, 2.815. 947 dols. from Porto Rico. and 
1.136.758 dols. from the United Kingdom. Both 


jute bags and rice have been coming direct from 
India, and thus obtain a _ practical monopoly as 
regards price over those coming from the United 
States. There is no doubt that the rate of exchange 
has been considerably in favour of British goods, 
but the trade could be considerably inereased in 
normal times if there were a regular direct steam- 
ship service, not only with the northern ports of 
Puerto Plata and Sanchez, but also to Santo 
Domingo City and San Pedro de Maecoris. It is 


hoped that British steamship companies interested 
may see their way to send their boats regularly to 


all ports or to follow the policy of the French and 


Dutch lines and have a smaller inter-island boat 
capable of taking passengers as well as cargo, based 


on Kineston, Jamaiea. 


DOMINICAN SUGAR. 


The year 1920 brought unprecedented prosperity 
to the Dominican sugar industry. The crop was the 
largest on record, totalling 177,736 tons, as against 
166,680 tons in the previous year, while the average 
sales price of 12.65 dols. per quintal was more than 
double the price of 5.98 dols. realised on the 1919 
erop and quadruple that received for any of the 
pre-war years. The total of 1,091,775 bags of 520 
lb. each, which were shipped out during the season, 
was invoiced at 46,305,620 dols. Sugar shipments 
represented 76 per cent. of all exports. While the 
new crop promises to be an excellent one, it is now 
eenerally realised that the boom period has defi- 
nitely passed and most of the estates are cutting 
wages and making other preparations for reducing 
expenses. 

In addition to sugar, there are bs other major 
export staples, namely, tobacco, cacao, and coffee, 
which exert a profound influence “a the economic 
and social life of the country. Unlike the sugar 
industry, which is confined almost entirely to a 
narrow belt along the south coast and controlled 


chiefly by a small group of foreign capitalists, these 
are erown by thousands of small native 


erOpS 
se who are entirely dependent upon their 
limited plantations. “The production of cacao and 
tobaeco is the leading industry in the Cibao valley, 
in the northern section of the Republic, while the 
coffee plantations are confined to the elevated parts 
of the Provinces of Santa Domingo, Azua, and 


Barahona. 
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Shortly before the close of 1920 the phight of the 
tobacco growers had become so serious that the 
National Government was obliged to come to the 
rescue. A temporary partnership was formed be- 
tween the Government and a prominent firm of ex- 
porters located in Puerto Plata, under the terms of 
which the former agreed to provide funds for the 
purchase of all tobacco offered by the growers at a 
price not exceeding 4 dols. per ewt., while the party 
of the second part undertook to find a market for 
said tobacco in foreign countries. Profits and 
losses are to be equally divided under the provisions 
of this arrangement, except that in no case shall the 
loss or profit of the party of the second part exceed 
0.50 dol. per seroon (110 lb.). Several important 
shipments were made to Europe under the terms of 
this contract, but the slight relief afforded came too 
late to save many small growers from bankruptcy. 
So demoralised is the industry that the 1921 crop 
will not exceed 15,000,000 Ib., as compared with 
50,000,000 for the previous year. 


STAGNATION IN HaAyrt. 


The commerce of Hayti for the fiscal year 1920-21 
was practically at a standstill. Following the un- 
precedented business prosperity of the year 1919-20 
there was a great business depression, which began 
to make itself felt from October, 1920. The 
situation became so acute during the months from 
January to March that several attempts were made 
by the merchants and Haytian Chamber of Com- 
merce to establish a moratorium or prohibit the im- 
portation of all goods so as to enable the merchants 
to get rid of their surplus stock, as, owing to the 
fall in prices and the very large quantities which 
had been imported, it was impossible to compete 
with the fresh stock which was being received by a 
few merchants who had shown business foresight. 
Although the Government did not agree to either 
of the two proposals, the second came into force on 
account of a combination of circumstances. The 
fall in the rate of the French frane and the general 
condition of the European market brought about a 
corresponding fall in the price of coffee and other 
Havtian produce principally absorbed by the 
French market. Efforts were made by the Haytian 
Government to remove temporarily the taxes on the 
export of coffee to facilitate trade, but the consent 
of the United States Government could not be 
obtained as no other taxes had been created to offset 
the loss that would ensue, and Hayti is bound by 
agreement not to reduce her revenue without the 
consent of the American Government. The result 
was that the Haytian peasant, being unable to realise 
a fair price for his coffee, cocoa, ete., did not, in 
certain cases, even trouble himself to pick the coffee. 

With the falling off of the export trade, which 
destroved the buying power of the Haytian peasant, 
the import trade sustained a very heavy blow, and 
the Government, which relies principally on the 
Customs for its revenue, was in such straits that 
during the months of June and July the Minister of 
Finance only managed to pay the Government em- 
plovees owing to the difference in exchange of the 
taxes earmarked for payment of interest of certain 
debts in franes which is being collected at the rate 
of 1 dol. to 5 franes. As even this difference could 
only help the deficit in the Government income in a 
very small measure, the Government brought into 
force as from Ist September, 1921, an old Law of 
1913 on ineome tax which was never executed he- 
fore. his measure brought on a storm of protest 
from the merchants and tradespeople as well as the 
French and Haytian Chambers of Commerce who 
attempted to show that the moment was tmopnor- 
tune inasmuch as even during the flourishine days 
of Haytian commerce the previous Governments had 
found the Law inapplicable, but the Government 
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was firm. By this Law all persons or companies 
trading in Hayti will be required to send in theiy 
balance sheets to the Government at the end of the 
fiscal year. Haytians and Haytian companies wil} 
pay © per cent. on their net profits and foreigners 
will pay 4 per cent. If a company or individua} 
should fail to send in this statement with a view to 
preventing the Government from knowing the exact 
amount to be charged, the annual rental of the bugj. 
ness premises will be quintupled and the same 
percentages taken as above. 


Havyrran OVERSEAS TRADE. 


While the imports during 1919-20 exceeded al] 
previous records, the fiscal year beginnine Ist 
October, 1920, saw a very acute change for the worse 
in the general economic situation. Unfortunately 
the figures are not available at present. The prin. 
cipal articles imported from the United Kinedom 
are thread, hosiery, piece-goods, jute bags, iron. 
mongery, agricultural tools, machetes, hoes, pick. 
axes, codfish, ete., and some earthenware. At pre. 
sent, however, owing to the conditions mentioned 
above, there is practically no demand. The prin. 
cipal competitors in all classes of goods at present 
are the United States of America and France; the 
former owing to its propinquity and the various 
steamship lines operating between New York and 
Hayti, and the latter owing to the frequent visits of 
the Haytians thereto and the facilities of language, 
The exporters in the United States send catalogues, 
sometimes illustrated, of their wares to all mer- 
ehants in Hayii, and this facilitates to a ereat 
extent the commerce between the two countries,

EMPIRE COTTON GROWING 
CORPORATION. 





REPORT OF ADMINISTRATIVE COUNCIL. 


The first General Meeting of this Corporation 
was held at the Hotel Victoria, London, W.C. 2, 
vesterday, February 8th, at 2.30 p.m. The |usi- 
ness included the submission of the Report of the 
Administrative Council. This Report, which de- 
scribes the prospects of cotton growing in different 
parts of the Empire, including India, the Sudan, 
Tanganyika, ete., is given in full below :— 

The Corporation was established under Royal Charter, 
dated Ist November, 1921. The first meeting of the 
Council was held on 18th November, when Lord Derby was 
elected President, and the following were elected Vice-Pre- 
sidents:—Lord Ashfield, Lord Colwyn, Lord Emmott, Lord 
Lovat, Sir Frank Forbes Adam, Sir Henry Birchenough, 
Sir Edward Tootal Broadhurst, Sir Frank Hollins, The Rt. 
Hon. Sir Frederick Lugard, The Rt. Hon. Walter Runci- 
man, The Hon. Sidney Peel, Mr. Thomas Shaw, M.P.., and 
Mr. J. A. Hutton. Mr. J. W. McConnel and Mr. J. §. 
Addison were elected Chairman and Vice-Chairman, re 
spectively, of the Council. The term of office of the Presi- 
dent and Vice-Presidents was fixed as three vears from the 
date of appointment. The Chairman and Vice-Chairman 
hold office only during the life of the first Council. In view 
of the fact that the Council named in the Charter holds 
office only unti! the first General Meeting, 1t was thought 
inadvisable to elect formally an Executive Committee for 
that period, but ao small Chairman’s Committee was 
appointed to deal with matters of urgency and other matters 
for which it was considered unnecessary to summon 
the full Council. Gffices for the Corporation have been 
taken on the first floor of Millbank House, Millbank, 
London, S.W.1. which is within a few minutes’ walk of 
the principal Government offices. 

At their first meeting the Council confirmed formally 
the appointment of the officers selected provisionally by the 
Empire Cotton Growing Committee. It was decided that, 
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antil the financial position was assured and regularised, 
all appointments should be terminable at one month’s 
notice. 


lk INANCIAL POsITIon, 


(i) Government Grant.—The Agreement with the Board 
of Trade, set out as a schedule to the Charter, which lays 
down the terms on which the grant is made, has been 
dulv sealed, and the sum of £978,715, less sums advanced 
since Ist April, 1921, and expenses incurred by the Corpora- 
tion in connection with their occupation of an office in the 
Board of ‘Trade lias been received. Pending formation of a 
Finance Committee the sum received has been placed on 
deposit at the British Overseas Bank, less the sum _ of 
£3,000 allocated by the Council to meet expenses incurred 
up to the date of the first General Meeting. 

(ii) Levy.—The Liverpool and Manchester Cotton Asso- 
ciations began collection of the levy from those firms who 
agreed to the charge on Ist September, 1921. In the first 
four months the sum thus collected amounted to £15,067 
10s., and the Liverpool aud Manchester Cotton Associations 
have decided not to put into force the power taken by them 
under their by-laws to deduct from the sam collected the 
expenses incurred in administration, but to make no charge 
on that account. The Council wish to express to the 
Associations their appreciation of their generosity and 
practical support thus given to the scheme. The sum has 
been placed on deposit at Messrs. Williams Deacon’s Bank. 

The position with regard to the levy has been receiving 
the careful consideration of the Council. Tle assent of the 
owners of over 90 per cent. of the spindles in the country 
was obtained to the principle of a levy of 6d. per bale of 
500 Ib. on all raw cotton used in the country, and it was 
hoped that with so remarkable a degree of unanimity be- 
hind the proposal it might be arranged for the Liverpool 
and Manchester Cotton Associations to adopt a new by-law 
instructing their members to add this charge to all invoices 
forwarded to spinners. It has been found, however, that 
for legal reasons this cannot be done. The Council felt that 
it would be unfair to allow the levy to become a voluntary 
matter instead of being obligatory on all, and, moreover, 
it would be impracticable for the Corporation to draw up 
any scheme of policy 1f it were dependent for its income on 
voluntary contributions which might fluctuate consider- 
ably; its work can only be carried on with hope of success 
if its income is assured and known approximately. I¢xpres- 
sions of opinion were accordingly invited from the Federa- 
tion of Master Cotton Spinners’ Associations, and from the 
Cotton Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ Associations, as to 
whether these bodies would be prepared to give their full 
support to measures being taken by the Corporation with a 
view to legislative action to make the levy compulsory. 
Both bodies have passed resolutions warmly supporting 
action that may be taken to make the levy compulsory, and 
have sent out letters to their members asking if they, in- 
dividually, are willing to support such action, and if they 
would be prepared to continue to pay voluntarily if such 
action be not taken. Replies to these enquiries were asked 
for by 30th December, but the final result is not vet known. 

Although payment is being made voluntarily by firms re- 
presenting about 80 per cent. of the spindles, it is known 
that several firms agreed originally to the charge on the 
understanding that it would be made obligatory and 
universal, and the answers received so far to the circular 
letters make it clear that many of these firms will cease 
their contributions unless steps are taken to secure this 
object. The Chairman's Committee have further “been in 
consultation with their legal advisers, who have prepared 
for them the rough draft of a Bill by which the object in 
View might be effected. The whole position will no doubt 
receive the very careful consideration of the Executive 
Committee. which in terms of the Charter, falls to be 
elected at an early meeting of the new Council. 


ACTION BY THE COUNCIE. 


The Council, in view of the extreme brevity of their 
tenure of office, have abstained from initiating a construc- 
live policy. Thev have felt justified, however, in taking as 
fixed points a few conclusions arrived at by the Empire 
Cotton Growing Committee, and on these they have not 
hesitated to take action, feeling assured that they can rely 
on the support of their successors. These actions, In chrono- 
logical order, can be summarised: as follows :— 


|. ENpbTA. 


The Council have seen with pleasure that the Central 
Cotton Committee. recommended bv the Indian Cotton 
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Comnuttee, in its report of 1919, which has been 
formed in Bombay, has held its first meeting. The Indian 
Committee extended an invitation to the Lancashire Cotton 
industry to nominate a representative at its inaugural 
meeting. The Empire Cotton Growing Committee arranged 
that Mr. H. P. Ray, of the Bombay Company, should so act. 

It is of interest to note that the Indian Cotton Committee 
at its meeting recommended :— 

(a) Legislation to control the transport in certain areas 
of loose cotton and seed cotton in order to lessen the chances 
of mixing the varieties, and 

(b) Phe compulsory imposition of a small cess on all cotton 
used in the country or exported, the receipts from which 
should be devoted by the Council to the development of the 
production of cotton. 

These two proposals, amongst others, are, it is understood, 
under the consideration of the Government of India. It 
seems probable that the proposal to make the cotton cess 
compulsory will go up to the Government of India with 
strong support from the Provinces. Its passage into law 
would therefore appear to be extremely probable. 


ii. BririsH West INDIEs. 


Considerable difficulty was experienced, early last year, 
in disposing of the West Indian crop of Sea Island Cotton. 
Prices fell considerably, and owing to the lack of demand it 
seems probable that at the end of the present picking a 
large proportion will have to remain on the growers’ hands. 
‘To previde ready money in order to enable cultivation to 
be carried on for next year, the Imperial Commissioner 
for Agriculture for the West Indies submitted to the 
Empire Cotton Growing Committee a request that an ad- 
vance should be made to the Governments of the West 
Indian Islands, in order to relieve necessitous growers. The 
Committee considered that the matter was urgent, and 
authorised advances up to Is. 3d. per Ib. on first quality, not 
exceeding a maximum of £30,000. The rate of interest 
fixed was 7 per cent., and the security for the loan is the 
cotton stored in the growers’ own stores. No advances are 
to be made until the cotton has been ginned and baled, and - 
until the Agricultural Department concerned has reported 
that it is satisfactorily stored and insured. Owners must 
undertake not to export cotton on which advances have 
heen made until such advances have been repaid, except 
to the British Cotton Growing Association, after notifying 
the Colonial Government. A considerable rise in the prices 
of cotton, however, was experienced after these decisions 
were come to, and, in addition, this year’s crop was con- 
siderabiv reduced by damage caused by violent storms and 
tornadoes. It is possible, therefore, that the surplus re- 
maining unsold may be reduced sufficiently to enable cotton 
growers to dispense with the aid offered them. 


ILL. TANGANYIKA TERRITORY. 


The prospects of the successful growing of cotton appear 
to be very considerable. The following steps have been 
taken. The Governor feared that private individuals would 
not be able to buy this vear’s crop, and that if this vear’s 
crop were not purchased from the natives they would be 
discouraged from planting any cotton next season. He 
therefore asked the Colonial Office to obtain permission from 
the Treasury for part of his grant in aid to be advanced 
for the purchase of the cotton, provided that the Empire 
Cotton Growing Corporation would take over responsibility 
for repayment on 15th December, 1921. It was estimated 
that ihe total sum required would not exceed £100,000. This 
the Empire Cotton Growing Committee promised to recom 
mend to the consideration of the Corporation, if the Trea- 
sury would agree to Government purchase up to that date. 
The Treasury decided that they could not give the Governor 
permission to employ his grant in aid in this manner unless 
the Empire Cotton Growing Corporation agreed to accept 
this responsibility, and repayment was thus assured. In 
anticipation of this support by the Corporation this decision 
was cabled to the Governor, and the mind of the native 
erower set at rest. At present private individuals are pur- 
chasing, and no action by the Corporation has been neces- 
sarv. The total crop has been estimated at approximately 
7,500 bales. 

In December last an interesting report on the possibilities 
of the Territory was received from Major Hastings Horne— 
an officer of the Colenial Civil Service whom the Secre- 
tary for the Colonies, at the request and at the expense of 
the Kmpire Cotton Growing Committee, was good enough 
to second from their service to make a tour in the Territory 
for that purpose. After carefully reading that report, and 
considering a note on the situation prepared by the 
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Director, the Chairman’s Committee unanimously decided 
to apply to the Government of India for the loan of one of 
their officers, of considerable distinction both as an expert 
in cotton growing and in general administration, to work in 
Tanganyika Territory for a period of two years, and 
attempt to ensure that the nascent industry advanced on 
proper lines and that initial mistakes were avoided. It 
may be well to add that this step was taken with the warm 
approval of the Colonial Office. In this case also the need 
for securing the presence of the officer in Tanganyika before 
the sowing season of next year was the principal reason 
that induced the Chairman’s Committee to authorise imme- 
diate action, and they feel sure that their policy will be 
confirmed by their successors. 


LV. NIGerRia. 


An interesting report on Nigeria has been received from 
a distinguished servant of the Colonial Office, Sir Hector 
Duff. This report is not only of interest on account of its 
orderly presentment of the opportunities for developing 
cotton in Nigeria, and of the difficulties which present them- 
selves there, but it is also of great value in its discussion 
ot the general principles to be followed in all efforts go en- 
courage cotton growing by natives in the Empire. The 
Council feel confident that the various points of import- 
ance raised by Sir Hector will in due course be taken up 
with the Governor of Nigeria and with the Colonial Office. 
j An article on Sir Hector Duff’s Report was published in

V. NYASALAND. 


The Empire Cotton Growing Committee received a re- 
quest from the Governor of Nyasaland that an expert 
should be sent to the Protectorate to assist their Agricul- 
tural Department in their cotton work during last season. 
Advice was sought on the cause of the decrease in quality 
ot the cotton, the low vields, and other matters. The Com- 
mittee were fortunate in being able to obtain from the 
Indian Government the services of Mr. H. C. Sampson, at 
present Director of Agriculture in Madras. Mr. Sampson 
was only able to make a short tour in Nyasaland, owing to 
the fact that his services were urgently required again 
by the Indian Government. The report which has been 
recently received from him is of extreme interest, and, as 
would be expected from an officer of Mr. Sampson’s special- 
ised experience, the subject is treated from a_ technical 
standpoint. Here, again, in addition to matters of general 
administrative importance, interesting questions are raised 
as to the necessary qualifications and experience of an agri- 
cultural staff in the tropics. Mr. Sampson’s observations 
seem to confirm fully the conclusions at which the Empire 
Cotton Growing Committee have already arrived, and as 
regards which they hope it may be possible to take effective 
action. It is abundantly clear that one of the main objec- 
tives of the Corporation must be the provision of a highly- 
irained staff, both for scientific research and for the work 
of agricultural administration. An advance has already 
been made in that direction by the provision of several 
studentships, but the subject is a wide one, and will raise 
important issues. The matter is further dealt with in a 
later paragraph of this report. 


Vi. Tue Scupan. 


‘The past year has been an eventful one in the history of 
the irrigation development of this country, to which the 
Council attach very great importance. In May last it was 
reported that on account of the great increase of working 
expenses, the loan subscribed under Treasury guarantee of 
interest, for the purpose of constructing a dam across the 
Blue Nile and of irrigating a considerable amount of land 
in the Gezira—in terms of an agreement entered into be- 
tween the Sudan Government and the Sudan Plantations 
Syndicate—would prove inadequate for the completion of 
the work. The matter was considered by a Committee re- 
presentative of the Government Departments concerned, 
and as a result work will be continued for the present. The 
Sudan Government have meanwhile secured the services of 
an independent expert of the highest possible standing, to 
report on the present position of the works on the Blue 
Nile. The provision of further funds will have to be con- 
sidered in June or July next. 

The whole question is an extremely difficult one, and it is 
inextricably connected with the Egyptian political situa- 
tion. With that question your Council have no desire to 
interfere, but they desire to put on record that, from the 
point of view of the cotton industry, the development of the 
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Sudan is of first rate importance, and that, as each year 
goes by, the wisdom of the conclusions arrived at by the 
Kmpire Cotton Growing Committee become the more fully 
confirmed. They are firmly persuaded that the British 
Government cannot avoid the responsibility of defining the 
political status of the Sudan, if only for the reason that 
without such definition the development of the country 
can only be accomplished at the direct cost of the British 
taxpayer. This development, especially in the direction of 
the provision of adequate irrigation and transport, js 
urgently required, in view of the Act that, in its absence. 
the country, with its increased population, would be ex. 
posed, as the result of a few rainless vears, to imminent risk 
of famine. The Council desire to bequeath this Sudan 
question as a legacy to their successors, and venture to 
express the hope that they will unceasingly urge on the 
Foreign Office the gravity and urgency of the situation, 
From the point of view of practical cotton growing the 
situation is one of special and immediate promise, and your 
Council further feel that the population of the Sudan have, 
by their loyalty and devotion throughout critical years of 
war, earned all the support in the development of their own 
country that the British Government can render them. 


Vil. SrupENTSHIPS. 


During the past two vears the Empire Cotton Growing 
Committee have awarded from the grant made to them by 
the Board of Trade certain studentships to enable graduates 
to undertake advanced study and research on subjects con- 
nected with cotton growing. This year five studentships 
of £200 a vear, for one vear each, have been awarded on 
behalf of the Corporation to students, graduates of British 
Universities, who have passed a medical examination. 
Three other students were selected, one of whom failed to 
pass the medical examination, while two were unable for 
various reasons to take up the studentships to which they 
were elected. The students are working at Cambridge 
University, London University, and the John Innes Insti- 
tute, Merton. 


The Council recognise that both the provision of expert 
staffs for research, and also for administration and the 
adequate equipment of centres, both in Great Britain and 
abroad, where research facilities and instruction can be 
provided, will certainly afford scope for careful enquiry. 
The co-ordination of competing claims will not be an alto- 
vether easy task. 


VILL. FrxanctaL STATEMENT. 


it will be understood that the Financial Statement, as 
submitted to the meeting, is a draft statement subject to 
audit when the auditors have been appointed. 

The Council have of set purpose abstained from all action 
which could in any degree hamper their successors in the 
organisation of the affairs of the Corporation. They have, 
however, seen enough to enable them to be fully acquainted 
both with the difficulties of the work and with the immense 
possibilities for good that lie in front of it.

THE COD FISHING INDUSTRY. 
(rom HM. Senior Trade Commissioner.) 
MonTREAL 
The season’s catch ef codfish is being rapidly exported, 
and it was stated that there would be only about 300,000 
quintals to go forward in the New Year. The rate of con- 
sumption is much better than was expected in the European 
markets, and although such large quantities have been ex- 
ported of late, it has gone to so many different markets, 
owlng to its comparatively low price level, that there is no 
likelihood of congestion to cause a serious slump in prices. 
Brazil, which is Newfoundland’s largest customer, is also 
looking for larger quantities of fish, and is ready to advance 
prices for desirable quality. All this will result in a decided 
Impetus to outfitting for the fishing industry next spring.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1921. 
(From H.M,. Ambassador.) 
: PaRIs. 
Statistics of French trade for the whole of the vear 
1921 are now available. ; 
The value of imports amounted to 23,548,473,000 francs, 
a8 against 49,904,897 000 frances in the previous year, and 
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that of exports to  21,553,101,000 
26,894,938,000 francs. 

There has consequently been a decline in the value of 
imports amounting to over 26 milliards of francs, and in 
that of exports to over five milliards. The apparent de- 
ficit in the commercial balance, which in 1920 exceeded 
23 milliard francs, amounted in the past year to only two 
milhards. 

A comparison of weights shows a decline in imports of 
over 12,500,000 tons, and an increase in exports of over 
three million tons. : 

The figures for December indicate a considerable re- 
vival of trade, as the value of imports amounted to over 
three milliards of francs, as against about 2,300 millions 
in November, and that of exports to over two milliards of 
francs, as against 1,750 millions. <A favourable sign is an 
appreciable increase in imports of raw materials, which 
are valued at over 1,800 million francs in December, as 
against 1,450 million francs in November, and 1,200 mil- 
lion francs in September and October. 

French trade is far trom reaching its development be- 
fore the war, as imports estimated by weight have dim- 
inished by about 15 per cent. im comparison with 1913, 
and exports by about 27 per cent. 


francs, as against

The value of French imports from the United Kingdom 
during 1921 amounted to 3,166,585,000 francs, as agaist 
10,318,193,000 francs in 1920, a decline of 7,15! 603,000 
frances. 

Imports from the United ‘states of Ainerica also fell te 
much the same extent, the figures for 1921 being 
3,581,789,000 francs, as against 10,866,102,009 francs in 
the previous year, a difference of 7,284,313,000 francs. 

A similar decline is shown in French unports from otier 
countries. Lmports from Belgium, for example, are valued 
at 1,793,337,000 francs, as against 3,325,484,000 frances. 

Germany, however, has alinost maintained her position, 
imports from that country being valued at 2,476,446,000 
franes as against 2,667,963,000 francs, a difference in favour 
of 1920 of only 191,517,000 francs. 

French exports to the United Kingdom in _ 1921, are 
valued at 3,354,837,000 francs, as against 4,233,267,000 
francs in 1920, a decline of 878,430,000 francs. 

Her exports to Belgium amounted to  4,090,876,000 
francs, as against 4,478,937,000 francs, and those to the 
United States of America to 2,039,711,000 francs, as 
against 2,256,515,000 francs. 

Exports to Germany alone show an increase, the figures 
heing 2,356,271,000 frances, as against 1,502,118,000 francs, 
a difference in favour of 1921 of 854,153,000 francs. 





LITHUANIA. 





REGULATIONS AFFECTING FOREIGN 


TRAVELLERS. 


The following regulations were recently promulgated by 
the Lithuanian Ministry of the Interior for the guidance 
of foreigners visiting Lithuania :— 

1.—Foreigners arriving in Lithuania with national pass- 
ports viséd by Lithuanian representatives abroad are re- 
quired to report themselves within twenty-four hours to 
the jocal militia, and to register themselves with the cor- 
responding district head. 

2.—loreigners possessing passports registered by the 
district head may live in Lithuania not longer than 21 
days from the day of registration. 

3.—Foreigners wishing to continue living in Lithuania 
longer than the period mentioned in Par. 2 require to 
receive a special permit from the corresponding district 
head. Permits are issued for not longer than a year, but 
can be extended. 

Nore.—A photograph in triplicate of the applicant 
must be attached to applications for per- 
mission to reside in Lithuania. 

4._-A foreigner leaving Lithuania or moving from one 
place to another must report himself to the local militia. 

5.—Foreigners travelling in transit through Lithuania 
have no right to proceed farther than 20 metres from the 
railway zone without proper permission to that effect, or, 
when travelling by air, from the aerodrome. 

6.—The following payments are levied from foreigners 
arriving in Lithuania: (1) 100 marks, in accordance with 
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Par. 1 of these regulations, to register with the district 
head; (2) tor a foreign identification certificate, accord- 
ing to Par. 3 of these regulations, the following fees: 

3 months—300 marks. 

6 months—400 marks. 

9 months—500 marks. 

1 year— 600 marks. 

Norre.—Citizens of States in which Lithuanian citi- 
zens are charged more than 600 marks for 
permission to reside are required to pay 
the same amount as Lithuanian citizens 
resident in such State. These payments are 
fixed by a special order of the Ministry of 
the Interior. 

7.—-Foreigners living in Lithuania and not possessing 
national passports can receive permission to live in Lith- 
uania from the Ministry of the Interior in accordance 
with the procedure provided in Par. 3 of these regula- 
tious. 

S.—-The fees mentioned in Par. 6 may be remitted in 
the following cases: (a) For representatives of charitable 
institutions if they are engaged solely in affairs of charity ; 
(b) tor foreigners visiting the country for educational pur- 
poses, or dispatched by educational institutions; (c) 
groups of excursionists; (d) persons invited by the Govern- 
ment and employees of Government institutions; (e) indi- 
gent persons, at the discretion of the Ministry of the 
interior in every instance, 

9.—These regulations do not apply to the representa- 
tives of foreign States and consular employees. 

10.—All foreigners residing in Lithuania by virtue of 
certificates issued by the Ministry of the Interior are re- 
quired to exchange the same within a month from the 
dateeof the promulgation of these regulations, with the 
corresponding district head.

PERSIA, 
TRADE OF AZERBAIJAN PROVINCE. 


(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation.) 
TEHRAN. 
The Persian province of Azerbaijan (which is not to be 
contused with the new Caucasian Republic of Azerbaijan), 
in relation to the kingdom of Persia, may be likened geo- 
vraphically to a horned head stretched out to pierce a way 
to the Black Sea. Its periodical trade returns are interest- 
ing, as affording one of the main indices of Persia’s north- 
ward commerce, in comparison with southward commerce 
(e.g., via the Persian Gulf).

woollen goods and sugar, and recelving Persian carpets, 
India is able to supply tea and spices. 


Turkey, whose present commercial interest in Azerbaijan 
province exceeds that ef any other country, sends cotton 
piece-goods, woollen goods, apparel, sugar, stationery and 
printing paper, tea, tobacco, dyes and glass, and receives 
barley, wheat, raisins, fruit, nuts, almonds, raw cotton. 
hides, guts, rugs and varnished leather. In respect of 
most of this business Turkey is, of course, merely a for- 
warding country. 


Russia, the next biggest trader with Aberbaijan Pho- 
vince, has been supplying iron and __ steel, brass and 
bronze, cement, and stationery, and getting very little 
of anything in return directly; but Azerbaijan Repablic, 
which now figures prominently in the returns, may be 
screening Russia. 


The United States supplies only sugar; Germany, only 
dyes; Italy, sugar and piece-goods; France, sugar and arti- 
ficial silk; and Belgium, only sugar.

TRADE OF GALVESTON IN 1921. 


(From H.M. Consul.) 
GALVESTON, 


Greater volume and lower value characterise the records 
of exports and imports during 1921, as compared with those 
of 1920. The money value alone, imposing as it is, does the 
port an injustice when taken by itself. Other ports, how- 
ever, were working under the same handicap, so that those 
familiar with conditions may read at a glance the achieve- 
ment for which Galveston is really responsible. In exports, 
especially, Galveston during the past year handled commodi- 
ties in volume almost sufficient to make up for their depleted 
value. 


The value of commodities exported from Galveston during 
the calendar year, according to figures compiled from 
reports of the Bureau of Customs Statistics, was 446,772,048 
dols. During 1920 the value was 647,225,732 dols., or a loss 
of 200,453,684 dols. in valuation during the past twelve 
montis. Imports for 1921 came to 20,496,568 dols., com- 
pared with 30,633,914 dols. in 1920, or a loss of 10,187,346 
dols. in valuation. 


Taken as a whole Galveston has reason to look back upon 
the past vear’s ocean shipping with satisfaction. The year 
has demonstrated that this port is well located. !t has also 
shown that commerce will follow the most logical channel in 
despite of artificial barriers or stimulants. 


Importation of crude oil from Mexico, after suffering a 
temporary lapse during the period of demoralised prices last 
summer, has been resumed with added strength, and pro- 
mises to continue indefinitely as a factor in Galveston’s 
import trade. A substantial export trade is being built up 
with Europe in oil refinery products, principally lubricating 
oils. Lubricating oi) exports amounted in value to 528,844 
dols. in October alone. Exports of flour to Europe, especi- 
ally during the late summer and early autumn, showed 
unexpected activity. 


The first coffee cargoes from South America for a number 
of years were entered here in December and the trade shows 
possibilities of being built up to respectable proportions, 
especially with favourable freight rates to the interior. 
Banana shipments from Mexico also are coming t0 
Galveston. In broken shipments a considerable volume 0! 
exports in American manufactured products has moved from 
Galveston to Mexican ports. Tentative shipments have been 
made in other hitherto unexplored trade channels, such as 
the export of eggs and other produce to the West Indies. 
South America and Mexico are both looked to as fruitful 

‘fields for commercial development.

REVIEW OF TRADE AND INDUSTRY AT 


PORTO ALEGRE. 
(From H.M. Consul.) 











Porto ALEGRE. 
Commercial competition to be met in this market by 
British commerce is now principally from Germany, the 


United States of America having fallen back owing 
io the high price of the dollar, and other causes. This 


market is worthy of the most careful cultivation and nurs- 
ing on the part of British commerce, which, with few excep- 
tions, appears to completely neglect it. It can be con- 
sidered one of the most solid, if not the most solid, of 
Brazilian markets, aud this is shown by the fact that with- 
in the last ten vears only about three failures ot any import- 
ance have been registered at Porto Alegre. 
TRANSPORT. 

Goods for Porto Alegre are transported from kurope by 
steamer on through bills of lading, either to Rio de Janeiro 
or to Rio Grande; if to Rio de Janeiro, they are brought 
down by the coasting boats, ii to Rio Grande they are 
brought up in lighters. The Customs facilities for discharg- 
ing and receiving cargoes are now much improved owing to 
the new State warehouses, electric cranes, etc. 

THE NEw Porr or Porto ALEGRE. 

On Ist August, 1921, the new port ot Porto Alegre was 
officially inaugurated, though not yet completed. When 
completed it will consist of 1,200 metres of quays, with 6 
metres depth alongside. This part of the quays is for 
berthing ocean-going vessels, 1,436 metres of quays with 
{ metres alongside for coasting vessels and transit cargo, 
and 2,680 metres of quays with 2 metres alongside for river 
steamers and other river crait. 

One kilometre of the queys is ready, and it is hoped 
that within a year’s time the whole will be finished. Nine 
warehouses are to be erected, and they are to be 20 metres 
wide and to aggregate 915 metres in length. One of these 
warehouses Is already erected and in use, and the iron 
skeleton of the second is nearly finished. Each warehouse is 
to be served by an electric crane. with a lifting capacity cf 
14 tons, and a rotary movement. Two such cranes are 
already in use, as is one of the warehouses, which is 
equipped with every modern apphance for handling 
cargoes. There are turther two electric rotary cranes, one 
with a lifting capacity of 5 and the other of 30 tons. 

fhe reason for inaugurating the port before it is finished 
is to facilitate the discharging of imported cargoes, which 
under the conditions of the antiquated Customs House, 
was done with incredible slowness, there being only one 
ancient hand crane, and not sufficient warehouse room. 
The cargoes transhipped to lighters at Rio Grande and 
towed to Porto Alegre used to remain in the lighters a 
causing great inconvenience and loss, not only 


long time, a 
¢ to the shipping companies 


to local commerce, but also 
who were obliged to pay heavy demurrage bills on through 
bills of lading cargoes. Fortunately those days are passed, 
and things move more rapidly now. 

IMPorRtTs. 

Imports from foreign countries in 1920 amounted to 
£4,505,906 as against £3,759,813 in 1919 (official figures, 
and calculated exchange of 7id.). Unfortunately it is not 
possible to discriminate between the exporting countries, 
nor give figures for 1921, which will only be available about 
September, 1922. However, it may be stated with reasonable 
certainty that owing to the prevailing adverse exchange and 
consequent dullness of trade, foreign imports will be con- 
siderably Jess in 192i. With the falling off of importation 
there will naturally be a dearth of commodities in this 
market and a consequent rise of prices. 

ICXPORTS. 

In 1919 the total value of exports of local produce was 
£6,736,465 ; in 1920 it was £6,246,228, or £490,417 less than 
in 1919—both calculated at 73d. In 1921 there were ex- 
ported from Porto Alegre 15,600 tons of hiack beans, 16,704 
tons of Jard, 32,000 tons of mandioca meal, 3,104,850 litres 
of wine, 1,300 tons of alfalfa (Lucerne grass), 1,562 tons of 
Xarque (jerked beef), 8,000 tons of tobacco, 23,000 tons of 
rice, 2,884 tons of wool, 1,500 tons dry hides, 12,400 tons 
salt hides, and a miscellany of less important exports (the 
wool and hides were from the whole State, the tons are 
metric). 

INDUSTRIES. 

Local industries are continually increasing. The prin- 

cipal industry is cattle breeding, the herds being improved 
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by the introduction of pure strains, by which means it is 
expected that betore very long the frozen meat exported 
from this market will be able to compete favourably with 
that from other sources. . 

The last cattle census of 1920 gave the following figures 
of live stock :—

The area of land under cultivation in this State is com- 
puted at 3,248,767 acres. The principal agricultural pro- 
ducts are tobacco, rice, maize, mandioca, herva maté, 
potatoes, black beans, lentils and wheat, besides which, 
on a smaller scale, there are many other agricultural pro- 
ducts. It is believed that the 1921 crop of tobacco, wheat 
and rice will be the largest so far recorded, the tobacco 
crop is 20,000 metric tons, the wheat crop is calculated 
at 200,000 tons, and the rice crop at 150,000 metric tons. 
The 1920-21 crop, of which official figures are available, 
consisted of (all tons mentioned are metric): Maize, 
1,636,800; mate, 180,000; mandioca meal, 195,000; rice, 


120,000; wheat, 122,000, and tobacco, 16,000. 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES. 

The four weaving mills established in this district con- 
tinue to work actively, as does the knitting mill—an addi- 
tional factory having been established. The same may 
be said of the three important boot and shoe factories. As 
to the hat factories, only three continue to work—the 
fourth having come to grief. The four glass factories con- 
tinue to flourish. A crockery factory has been established 
producing the lower grades of crockery, principally the 
ironstone grade, which, though not as good as the im- 
ported article, sells for about 75 per cent. below the for- 
eign makes, and has therefore a ready market. All the 
furniture used is made locally, as are practically all the 





cooking ranges, fireproof sates and iron bedsteads. In fact 
it may be stated that owing to adverse exchange and 


other concomitant reasons local manufacturing industry is 
quite prosperous. 
PRODUCTION, 

As has been set forth above, the production of the col- 
lective industries of this State is very satisfactory. There 
is no dearth of labour, and it is over three years since the 
last strike, which was the employees of the tramways. 

FINANCE. 

The finances of the State of Rio Grande do Sul are guod. 
for several vears there has been a surplus. in 1918 the 
surplus was £452,599, in 1919 the surplus was £487,248. 

The revenue for 1920 was calculated at £921,831 (at 
tid., or at £1,575,460 at Q9id., as stated in the 1920 re- 
port), and £1,171,509 (at 73d.) was collected, which in 
Brazilian currency is 13-4 per cent. more than in 1919. 

‘he total expenditure in 1920 was £1,690,014, or 
£690,614 above what had been calculated. The reason for 
this increase was the fall in exchange and the rise in the 
price of the material for the State public works in hand. 
To cover this extra expenditure the State Government 
opened a special credit of £125,000, and further credits of 


949,726 U.S. dollars and 8,902,030 Belgian francs. These 
credits have all been paid excepting 2,322,801 Belgian 


franes, which will be paid on falling due. 

In 1920 the State of Rio Grande had no external debt, 
and the internal debt was of £2,339,243. In November, 
1921, the State raised a loan of 10,000,000 U.S. dollars in 
the United States, so that now there is an internal debt of 
£2,339,243, and an external debt of 10,000,000 dols. U.S. 
The latter is still untouched. The terms of this American 
loan are as follows: The State Government has to repay 
in 25 years at the rate of 400,000 dols. gold per annum, 
the loan being guaranteed by a first mortgage on the 
revenue of Porto Alegre, the taxes on transmission of 
property and on the taxes of inheritances and legacies. 
The price is 90, with interest 8 per cent. per annum. The 
loan is to be employed on the dredging of the channel of 
the Lagoa dos Patos, on the continuation of the Porto 
Alegre port works, the buying of machinery for the State 
coal mines at Gravatahy, or on consolidating the State 
debt, as may be found most convenient. 

The revenue received in the first six months of 1921 
amounted to £674,259, and the total expenditure for the 
same period was £637,008. The revenue for 1922 has been 
estimated at £1,305,313 (at 74d.). The total expenditure 
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is estimated at £1,632.015. The State assets are valued 
at £4,358.294. not taking into consideration Government 


land valued at £3,125 000 (both at 73d.). 


MUNICIPAL FINANCES. 


The finances of the municipality of Porto Alegre are also 


good. The municipal revenue in 1920 was £129,902, 
which is 15°17 per cent. above that of 1919. 


at the same figure. 

On 28th November last (1921) the Town Council autho- 
rised the municipality by Law No. 3 to contract a loan of 
3,500,000 United States dollars or its equivalent in sterling. 
As a guarantee for the payment of the annual instalment of 
the repayment of the loan the lenders will receive a first 
mortgage on the municipal taxes. This loan is to be em- 
ploved in city improvements such as repavement of the 
Streets, widening the streets, increasing the water supply, 
and improving and increasing the sewerage system. 

Commercial finance is, as elsewhere e, not good ; business 
is very slow, exchange very low, money very tight. The 
banks lend very reluctantly or not at all. Notwithstanding 
all these adverse circumstances, Porto Alegre commerce is 
stemming the tide bravely, and doubtless will come through, 
as it always has done before, little the worse for the 
struggle. 





PERU. 





AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT, 1921. 

The principal agricultural products of Peru, in the order 
of their importance, are, Sugar, Cotton, Wool, Hides and 
Skins, states the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation 
at Lima in his Report on the Finance, Industry, and Trade 
of Peru (H.M. Stationery Office). 

The pre-war price of sugar was fairly steady at about 
10s. per quintal, f.o.b. Peruvian port. A fall was experi- 
enced at the beginning of the war, but from 1915 the price 
began to rise and at the time of the Armistice was 2]s. 
After that date there was another fall, followed by a rapid 
rise to 40s. at the end of 1919. During 1920 the price 
rose to Ills. 6d... an unprecedented figure, and one that 
will no doubt constitute a record. This occurred in June 
of that vear, and the price gradually fell from that time, 
reaching 2is. at the end of the vear. There was a con- 
tinuance of the decline during 1921 (with a slight reaction 
to about 17s. 6d. in August) to the present price of about 
12s. This price is probably below the cost of production for 
the average sugar estate, and if it were not for the strong 
reserves of most of the owners arising from their past 
profits, the situation would be an anxious one. As it 1s, 
however, the position has been improved by the general 
acceptance, of the labour concerned, of reduction in wages, 
and the sugar producers of Peru are now ready to take 
advantage of any rise in price. In January, 1921, an addi- 
tional export tax of 5 centavos per quintal was_ placed 
upon sugar exported from the valley of Trujillo, to meet 
the expenses of municipal improvements in the town of 
that name. 

SuGAR PLANt AND MACHINERY. 

A iarge order has been placed by a Peruvian estate for 
German sugar machinery, the price being about a third less 
than the lowest British quotation. For many years prior 
to the war practicaliy all the sugar machinery in Peru 
was of British origin, German machinery only being found 
at the German Casa Grande Estate, where it was installed 
in 1915. German light railway material for use on sugar 
estates is also arriving in quantity, at very attractive 
prices. 

Corton INDUSTRY. 

The area under cotton in Peru in 1919 was 222,160 acres, 
as compared with 160,175 acres and 138,860 acres in 1917 
and 1915 respectively. The production of ginned cotton 
for the same vears was, in tons, 33,558, 27,125, and 24,600 
respectively. The 1919 crop was a poor one, and it is esti- 
‘mated that, while the acreage has not increased, the 
production for 1920 will be somewhat larger, but for 
1921 may not exceed about 30,000 tons, a part of the crop 
having remained unpicked on account of low prices. 


FALL IN CoTron PRICEs. 


The price of Peruvian smooth cotton (corresponding to 
American middling) which during 1920 reached its 
highest (in August) at 250s. per quintal on board 


Peruvian Port, from that time fell rapidly to 458s. in. 


The revenue 
for 1922 has been estimated at £216,450, and expenditure 
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July, 1921. Since the middle of September, however, 
there has been a rapid rise in the price, euenengnannt upon 
the probability of a considerable shortage in the Americay 
crop. In October it stood at 94s. This rise has not had 
much effect in Peru as regards the cotton in hand, which 
has been largely sold at a loss. It has resulted, however, 
in renewing confidence, which had been severely shaken. 
and has come just in time to decide growers to replant, 
which many had not intended doing. As during the long 
depression between September, 1920, and September, 1921. 
wages had fallen considerably, they are not likely te reach 
previous levels, and therefore, if even the present price for 
raw cotton holds, the outlook for the cotton growers is en- 
couraging, though, of course, not to be compared to 
‘“ boom ”’ times due to the war. 


Woot AND HIDEs. 


Since the middle of 1920 exports of wool have virtually 
ceased owing to the low prices prevailing in the American 
and Kuropean markets with no relative fall in treights. 
There are large stocks of wool awaiting shipment. In the 

early part of 1921 a British merchant firm sold their large 

sheep farm to local interests. The firm had imported to 
this farm a large quantity of high-class stock for the im- 
provement of the breed in the country, which is at pre. 
sent small and degenerate. 

‘The export of hides has also practically ceased owing to 
the low prices prevailing. About 2,500 tons were, however, 
exported in 1919. 

Rice Crops. 

In 1919 the acreage under this crop was 73,400, the pro- 
duction amounting to 63,790 metric tons. In 1918 the 
figures in each case were slightly less. The exports of rice 
in 1919 amounted to 2,222 metric tons, principally to 
Chile, and 5,298 tons of rice were imported, principally 
from Hong Kong, the United States, and Brazil. 

Wirat CULTIVATION, 

The cultivation of wheat in Peru is extending, and is of 
importance in that the country 1s dependent upon foreigi 
wheat to the extent of over 50 per cent., obtained largely 
from Chile. A certain amount is also imported from 
Australia and Argentina. In 1919 the estimated acre- 
age under wheat was 205,135, the greater part of which 
being in the highlands and watered by rains, not grown 
under irrigation as is sugar and cotton. The vield in 191s 
was 9:4 bushels to the acre, as compared with 12-9 bushels 
in 1919. 

Corrern INDUSTRY. 

The cultivation of this commodity is increasing, there 
having been in 1919 a surplus for export of 163 tons, of 
which 124 went to Chile. The comparative figures for 1915 
and 1917 are 82 and 51, and 63 and 50 respectively. The 
Peruvian product’ is of high quality, and its importance 
would doubtless increase if transportation facilities were 
better. 





INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT, L927. 





A number of industries have been established during 
the last few years, employing about 60,000 hands in all. 
The principal were cotton spinning and weaving mills, 
states the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Lima 
in his report mentioned in the previous article. 

The cloths produced are of the coarser varieties, and no 
printing is done. ‘There are also a few woollen mills 1 
Lima and Southern Peru. Other industries include tan- 
neries, iron foundries, a large flour mill, flooring tle 
factories, a match factory, a sweet and biscuit factory, 
brewerl ies (with ice plant), mineral water plants, chocolate 
factories, soap and candle works, cottonseed oil refineries, 
plaster factories, printing works, handmade furniture 
workshops, marble cutting, one hat factory, and one boot 
and shoe factory. Most of these establishments are small, 
and in none of the industries mentioned is the demand met 
entirely by local production. 

The following industrial enterprises, which do not at 
present exist in Peru, but the necessary raw materials for 
which are available, would appear to be worthy ot 
investigation:—A general glass factory, an earthenware 
factory, a wood alcohol distillery, a sack-making plant, a 
fishery enterprise, and the manufacture of paper from 
sugar cane refuse. 

A certain amount of Peruvian manufactures are 
exported, principally to Bolivia and Ecuador, the chiet 
items being, in 1919, cotton piece-goods, £p.80,000; straw 
hats, £p.36,000; woollen piece-goods, £p.5,000.

REGULATIONS 


SANTIAGO, 

A Decree dated 2nd November, 192i, provides that com- 
panies which have for their objects the realisation of bank- 
ing transactions in Chile must hold in the country an effec- 
tive capital of at least ten million pesos or a reserve fund 
of 10 per cent. of their annual profits. 

It provides also that the agencies of foreign .anks shall 
be especially liable to the provisions of the Bank Law of 
93rd July, 1860, and the other laws and regulations which 
exist, or may be enacted in the future, in this respect. 





POLAND. 


EXTENSION OF MORATORIUM. 
(rom IM. Representative.) 





WarsaAay. 


The Polish Government has extended the moratorium in 
former Russian Poland and former Austrian Poland. The 
orders were published in the Journal ot Laws of the Polish 
Republic (Dziennik Ustaw), No. 106, of 30th December, 
1921, and are as under :— 

(a) District of the Warsaw Court of Appeal (Russian 
Poland). 

The term of the moratorium for bills pavable after 31st 
July, 1914, which, by order of the Polish Government, had 
heen extended to 3lst December, 1921, is now prolonged 
until 380th June, 1922. 

(b) District of the Lublin Court of Appeal (Austrian 
Poland). 

The term of the moratorium for bills issued before 1st 
November, 1915, has been prolonged from 3lst December, 
1921, to 380th June, 1922. 

All rights and privileges resulting from the endorse- 
ment of such bills remain valid until 30th June, 1922.

FINANCIAL CONDITIONS IN) 1920-21.

TEGUCIGALPA, 

The net Public Revenue of Honduras for the fiscal vear 
1920-21 reached the record total of 7,611,933 silver pesos 
(or at 2s. 6d. to the peso, £951,491). The figure for the pre- 
vious vear was 6,688,976 pesos (or £836,122), an increase 
of 922,957 pesos (or £115,369). Compared with the budgeted 
income the results yielded an increase of 2,093,446 silver 
pescs (or £261,680). 

The principal sources of revenue for the past two fiseal

The expenditure in the public services, for which the

The Internal Debt of Honduras at 3lst July, 1920, was 
3,555,982 pesos, which at 3s. to the £ sterling equal 
£533,397. At 31st July, 1921, the Internal Debt was 
3,777,000 pesos, equal to £566,550 on the same basis. 

The Floating Debt at 3lst July, 1921, composed of loans 
and current accounts contracted with private individuals 
and firms, made up another 2,000,000 pesos gold. 

The External Debt, the principal of which amounts to 
£5,398,570, remains unsettled, and with interest added 
approximates £30,000,006. The National Balance Sheet 
takes no account of this debt. For the vear 1920-21 the 
National Balance Sheet showed a small surplus over expen< 
diture of 490,800 pesos. , 





SERB-CROAT-SLOVENE STATE. 


MODIFICATION OF INSURANCE 
REGULATIONS. 
(Krom HM. Minister.) 
BELGRADE. 

A summary of the regulations governing the operations 
of foreign insurance companies in the Serb-Croat-Slovene 
State appeared in the ‘* Journal”? of 3ist March, 1921. 
Under these regulations it was laid down that in ail insvr- 
unce policies issued in the State the sum insured should 
be stated in the national currency only. 

These regulations have now been modified so far as they 
concern goods in transit by land and water. By a decision 
of the Minister of Commerce and Industry, dated 23th De- 
cember, 1921, the insurance of goods for transport by land, 
river and sea will now be effected in foreign as well as 


native currency. 





SPAIN. 
BONDS OF THE BANK OF SPAIN. 


Under the terms of a Law of 29th December, 1921, pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ of 30th December, the 
exclusive right to issue bearer bonds which was aecorded 
to the Bank of Spain till 3lst December, 1921, by the 
Law of 14th July, 1891, has been extended for a further 
25 vears, 1.e., till 3lst December, 1946. 

The capital of the Bank, amounting to 150 million pesetas, 
is to be increased to 177 million pesetas by the creation of 
54,000 shares similar to existing ones, which will be offered 
to the holders of the 90,000 bonds of the Bank at present 
in circulation; the exchange being made in the proportion 
of three shares for each five bonds. 

Bondholders who do not agree to the said exchange should 
present their bonds within three months of the promul- 
gation of the Law, in order to receive reimbursement at par, 
together with the interest due up to 3lst December, 1921. 

The shares corresponding to the reimbursed bonds will 
be offered by auction to existing shareholders.

UNIFORM GAUGE PROSPECTS. 
(From the Imperial Trade Correspondent.) 
PERTH. 
The question of a uniform gauge across the Australian 
Continent—from Freemantle to Brisbane—continues_ to 
occupy the attention of the Commonwealth Railway Autho- 
rities. Changes of gauge occur at Wollangarra, on the 
border of Queensland andi New South Wales; at Albury, on 
the border of New South Wales and Victoria; at Terowie 
and Port Augusta in South Australia; and at Kalgoorlie 
in Western Australia. 
At the recent Premiers’ Conference the following resolu- 
tion was passed :— 

‘¢ That the adoption of a uniform gauge 1s, in the 
opinion of the Conterence, essential to the development 
and satety of the Commonwealth. 

‘That the Commission's recommendation of a 4 ft. 

, gauge is accepted. The Commonwealth - shall 
prepare and circularise to the States a draft agreement, 
to give effect to the recommendation of the Commission. 

‘ That steps shall be at once taken by the Premiers of 
the States to consult their Governments with regard to 
the said agreement and the financial obligation of the 
parties thereunder.

The proposal submitted by the Commonwealth Minister 
of the Conference involved the following work :— 

(1) Conversion of all 5 ft. 3 in. lines in Victoria and 
South Australia. 

(2) The construction of a new line to link up Lochiel and 
Port Augusta. 

(3) The construction of a new line extending the north 
coast line from Kyogle to Richmond Gap, and on to 
South Brisbane.

(4) The conversion of the main trunk lines in Western 
Australia. 

The work which would then remain uncompleted would 

he : — 

(1) The conversion of all the remaining lines in Western 
Australia. 

(2) Conversion of all the light gauge lines in South 
Australia, including those from Oodnadatta to Port 
Augusta, and Broken Hill to Peterborough. 

(3) The conversion of all the Queensland lines. 

The importance of the remaining changes was fully real- 
ised by the Federal Ministry. The estimated cost of this 
work was over £35,000,000. If, therefore, 1t was possible to 
establish the main trunk line from Freemantle to Brisbane. 
and to convert all the 5 ft. 3 in. lines in Victoria and South 
Australia for about £21,000,000, it would cost about 
£35,000,000 to complete the remainder of the work in 
Queensland, Western Australia, and South Australia. It 
was considered that the expenditure of £21,000,000 would 
give the most immediate benefit. 

A further Conference on the question was due to be held 
in January, particulars of which have not yet been received 
in this country. 


SOUTH AFRICA. 
TRAFFIC CONDITIONS IN 1920-21. 


In his Report for the year ended 3lst March, 1921, the 
General Manager of Railways and Harbours of the Union 
of South Africa states that the year under review was a 
remarkable one in many respects. It marked the turning 
point in the steady upward tendency of prices that had been 
going on since the early days of the war, and the arrest— 
only temporarily, it is hoped—of the wave of commercial 
and industrial prosperity which the Union enjoyed for 
several vears. The earlier part of the year was one of 
general prosperity and unprecedented traffic, and the latter 
part one of difficulty and trade depression, which naturally 
had a restrictive influence upon railway trafiic. The de- 
cline in traffic is not apparent in the yearly figures, as the 
heavily increased tonnages carried in the earlier months of 
the year brought the total for the twelve months well 
above all previous records, with one exception, namely, 
livestock. 





INCREASED TRAFFIC RETURNS. 


Goods and coal carried during the year amounted to 
16,434,541 tons, being an increase of 1,638,186 tons, or 11 
per cent., compared with the preceding year, and 7,500,000, 
or 84 per cent., compared with 1909. The number of passen- 
gers carried was the highest yet recorded, viz., 64,000,000 
an increase of 3,337,000, or 6 per cent., compared with the 
previous year, and of 36,000,000, or 127 per cent., compared 
with 1909. 

Railway revenue likewise constituted a record, viz., 
£23,618,457, an increase over 1919-20 of £4,449,000, or 23 
per cent., and over 1909 of £13,163,000, or 126 per cent. 

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 

Notwithstanding the satisfactory results which traffic 
returns reveal, expenditure under every head increased 
so enormously that it was impossible to make ends meet, 
even with the largely increased revenue. Working expendi- 
ture—which does not include payments in respect of cost 
of living allowances—increased by 229 per cent., compared 
with 1909, as against an increase of 126 per cent. in revenue. 
The deficit for the year, after allowing for profits on har- 
hours and steamships, was £1,049,691. The deficit brought 
forward from the previous year was £1,549,198, so that the 
accumulated deficit at 3lst March, 1921, was £2,598,884. 


FINANCIAL STRINGENCY. 


The financial position has become more acute since the close 
of the year, and for the first five months of the current 
financial year, i.e., at the end of August last, a further 
deficit of £886,348 had been incurred. ‘Traffic and revenue 
have for some time been on the downward grade, and 
despite the economies introduced, it has not yet been possible 
to bring down expenditure within revenue limits. Revenue 
was increased by frequent increases in rates and fares, and 
was also augmented by the heavier volume of traffic handled, 
but owing to the large additional expenditure brought about 
by higher wages and shorter hours, the increase in revenue 
has not kept pace with the rapid rise in working expendi- 
ture. Rates and fares cannot be further increased. They 
have in almost every case reached the utmost economic limit, 
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and in some cases have had to be reduced to prevent loss of 
trafic. In the circumstances there is no alternative means 
of balancing accounts other than to reduce working expen- 
diture. Action has been taken towards this end, and in 
carrying out the economies necessary to restore financial 
equilibrium, efforts are being made to do so with a minimum 
of hardship to the staff and inconvenience to the public. The 
cost of living allowances granted to the staff were reduced 
and would have entirely disappeared by 3lst December, 
1921. Non-essential work has been eliminated, and certain 
classes of work reorganised to secure greater efficiency and 
economy ; train services have been curtailed wherever pos- 
sible; many stations and sidings have been closed during 
portions of the day and night; Sunday time has been re- 
duced and the general application of the eight-hour day 
modified as from 12th September, 1921, in respect of certain 
grades and certain work.

Roitimnea Stock DIFFICULTIES. 





The record tonnages dealt with in the earlier months of 
the vear under review taxed the resources of the railways, 
and at different times throughout the year there were con- 
siderable fluctuations in coal and other traffic and heavy 
demands for short periods sometimes followed by periods of 
comparative slackness. While some of the main lines were 
taxed at times almost to the limit of their capacity, traffic 
on others was light and insufficient to secure economical 
working and keep the staff fully occupied. The difficulties 
of maintaining an adequate truck supply are greatly accen- 
tuated by undue detention of truckage under load or wait- 
ing to load. The most serious detentions are those at the 
ports, where large numbers of trucks are detained under load 
with coal. Every new 50-ton truck represents a capital cost 
of £1,254, upon which interest has to be paid whether the 
truck is earning revenue or standing idle, and it would be 
bad business and economically unsound to unduly burden 
capital expenditure by purchasing new vehicles in excess 
of actual needs merely to use them for storage purposes. 

[ELECTRIFICATION OF RAILWAYS. 

Specifications have been prepared and tenders invited for 
the electrification of the Cape Town-Simonstown suburban 
service. Later information, however, is to the effect that 
this has been deferred, but contracts are now being placed 
in connection with the electrification of the line from 
Glencoe to Maritzburg. 


PACKING AND MARKING oF Goops. 


Considerable difficulty continues to be experienced through 
the indifferent packing and careless marking or addressing 
of goods for rail transport. A renewed effort has been 
made to improve matters. Posters have been issued and 
exhibited setting forth the proper method of packing, mark- 
ing, and addressing of such goods, and an appeal for the 
co-operation of all concerned has been published in all trade 
journals and addressed to all Chambers of Commerce. If 
merchants only realised the importance of this aspect of 
their business, there would be fewer complaints from their 
customers and less recrimination against the railways.

LEAD: PREPONDERANCE OF BRITISH SUPPLIES. 

The imports of lead ore and pig lead, which are incon- 
siderable, are almost entirely derived from the United King- 
dom. There is a considerable trade in lead sheets, pipes, 
and tubes. which in 1920-21 amounted in quantity to 
nearly 23,000 cwt., valued at £79,000. The United King- 
dom is the principal supplier, with the United States com-

Lead rolling mills are successfully worked both in Colombo 
and in Bengal, and inasmuch as India (Burma) is a 
large producer of lead, it would appear to be only a ques- 
tion ot time before India produces all the lead sheets re- 
quired for her tea chests. 

SPELTER: UNITED KINGDOM’s POSITION, 

The imports of zinc or spelter for 1920-21 amounted to 
36,522 ewt., valued at £110,277, as compared with 117,603 
ewt. and £370,969 respectively for the previous year. The 
bulk of these imports came from the United Kingdom, 
whose share in 1920-21 amounted to 33,764 cwt., valued at 
£102,641, as compared with 98,633 ewt. and £313,485 for 
the previous year. As regards wrought zinc, the imports 
in 1920-21 amounted to 40,000 tons, valued at £182,000. 
Towards the end of the war Japan supplied most of the 
wrought zinc, but the United Kingdom has now regained 
her former position, the principal competitors being Belgium 
and the United States of America.

FRANCE. 


IMPORT AND PRODUCTION OF COAL. 
(Krom the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy.) 
Paris. 

According to an article in the ‘*‘ Journée Industrielle ” 
by the Secretary-General of the Central Committee of 
French Collieries, the reduction in the wages of British 
miners and the determination of British exporters to obtain 
a hold on the French market have made it possible to import 
British coal into France at prices which are no higher, and, 
in the case of some classes of coal, are even lower than those 
ruling for French coal. He notes that during the month of 
November, 900,000 tons of British coal were imported into 
this country, an amount higher than the figures realised 
before the war. 

The writer of the article also points out that, in spite 
of the difficulties which the French mining companies ex- 
perienced during the year, the production of coal in France 
increased from 25 million tons in 1920 to close on 30 million 
tons in 1921, and that the output of the mines which were 
damaged during the war increased from 353,000 tons in 
January, 1921, to 541,000 tons in October last. 
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TANGANYIKA TERRITORY. 
MINING REGULATIONS. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi has torwarded 
to the Department of Overseas Trade a copy of the Tangan- 
vika Territory ‘‘ Gazette,’’? in which appear the regulations 
cited as the Mining (Safe Working) Regulations, 1921, to 
come into force on Ist January, 1922. 

The regulations are extensive and deal with machinery, 
explosives, blasting, protection of surtace and underground 
mining, winding, ventilation, hghting, etc.

CANADA. 


COTTON AND WOOLLEN INDUSTRIES IN 
1921. 


(Fiom HM. Senior Trade Commissioner.) 








MontTREAL. 

Recent issues of the textile press in Canada suggest that 
the industry is experiencing a welcome period of activity. 
in common with all other countries, there has been a 
general dulness in the trade during the last twelve months, 
although the textile industry cannot be said to have suffered 
so severely as many other industries. Business was exceed- 
ingly dull at the beginning of the vear, only 681,012 out of 
1,100,000 cotton spindles being at work, while production 
had been cut 50 per cent. from normal. At the end of the 
first six months the returns showed 968,110 spindles at work 
of which 184,358 were on short time. 

At the end of 1921 there was reported to be a great 
scarcity of cotton goods, that the mills were not able to 
turn out the goods fast enough, that there was a good 
demand for coloured cottons, and that trade in blankets 
and varns was brisk. Nearly all Canadian mills are back 
on the normal schedule, while several firms report opera- 
tions on a twenty-four hour basis. 

The woollen industry suffered from the slump more 
severely than the cotton industry, and is only just beginning - 
to recover. Most of the mills were closed down for vary- 
ing periods throughout the past vear, and though business 
at times appeared to be more active these improvements 
proved to be only temporary. In September last, however, 
business began to improve in nearly all lines, although it is 
still a matter of doubt whether that improvement, which has 
now become general, will be maintained in 1922. At the 
same time it is not considered that the same degree of 
depression will be experienced as during 1921. 


PARAGUAY. 
THE COTTON INDUSTRY. 


Owing to the praiseworthy efforts of the Banco Agricola 
in encouraging the cultivation of cotton as a domestic in- 
dustry there is some hope that cotton will figure regularly, 
at no distant date, as an article of export, states H.M. 
Consul at Asuncion in his Repert on Economie and Finan- 
cial Conditions in Paraguay (H.M. Stationery Office, price 
is. 3d. net). The cotton grown in Paraguay is said to be 
of fine quality, and the difficulties originally experienced in 
regard to the irregular ripening of the bolls are steadily 
heing overcome by selection of seed. The quantities pur- 
chased by the Banco Agricola, the only buyer, have been: 
1919, 363 tons; 1920, 432 tons; 1921, 900 tons.

IMPORTATION OF QOLEO-MARGARINE: 

OFFICIAL CERTIFICATION REQUIRED. 

A dispatch has recently been received from H.M. Senior 
Trade Commissioner in Canada regarding the certifi- 
cation in the United Kingdom of oleo-margarine in- 
tended tor exportation to Canada. Oleo-margarine is de- 
fined in the Canadian Oleo-Margarine Act, 1919, to mean 
and include oleo-margarine, margarine, butterine, or any 
other substitute for butter (a) which is manufactured 
wholly or in part from any fats or oil other than from milk 
and cream, (b) which contains no foreign coloring matter, 
and (c) which does not contain more than 16 per cent. of 
Under the Canadian oleo-margarine regulations 
issued under Order-in-Council of 30th August, 1920, every 
person who imports oleo-margarine into Canada must 
deliver to the Collector of Customs, for each lot imported, 


a certificate of inspection in the country of production. 
In this connection H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner 


states that the Canadian authorities will accept a certifi- 
cate signed by a Medical Officer of Health. A certificate 
from such an official will be accepted for oleo-margarine 
manufactured from either vegetable oils or from animal 
fats. Cartons, wrappers, markings for boxes, etc., must 
be approved by the Markets Division of the Canadian De- 
partment of Agriculture before the oleo-margarine may be 
imported into Canada, and the wrapper, if the oleo-mar- 
garine is in prints, must bear some such legend as the 
following :— 
‘“ Inspected and passed by the Medical Officer cf 
Health for the Borough (or County) of 


No oleo-margarine may be imported or sold in Canada 
unless the word ‘‘Oleo’’ is stamped on the surface of the 
oleo-margarine in capital block letters at least one and one- 
half inches high and of proportional width. It must be 
sold in Canada in the original packages, which must bear 
the official inspection mark of the country of origin, to- 
gether with the name and address of the manufacturer. 
The importation of oleo-margarine into Canada is under 
the latest amendment of the Canadian Oleo-Margarine 
Act, 1919, permitted until 3lst August, 1922, and the sale 
in Canada until Ist March, 1928. 

The attention of manufacturers desirous of exporting 
oleo-margarine to Canada is directed to the Canadian 
Regulations as to manufacture, the text of which was pub- 
lished in the ‘“‘Board of Trade Journal’’ of 28th October, 
1920.

(2) SurtaAxeEs.—The 2 per cent. ad valorem tax (gold) oli 
cereals is maintained in force, and also the ‘‘expediente’’ 
charge on goods not subject to Customs duty proper.

(3) Consumption Deties.—The consumption duties are 
continued in force with certain amendments.

KxemMrTions ¥FROM Duty.—The Budget Law provides 
for the adinission of various goods free of Customs duty. 
Among these may be noted the following :— 


1. Coal and goldmining companies may import apparatus, 
raw material and plant for their industry free of Customs duty 
and ‘“‘expediente.”

5. All plant. apparatus, instruments, tools, ete., including 
tractors and lorries, and natural and chemical manures, re- 
quired for agricultural purposes, are free of import duty when 
imported by agricultural syndicates, but pay the ‘‘expediente’’ 
of 2 per cent. (paper). 


7. Machines and accessories for manufacturing cotton oil. 
rice straw. and wheat straw are only subject to the 2 
per cent. ad valorem “‘expediente,’’ as are also machines and 
accessories for manufacturing paper from cellulose coming 
from cotton linters, and also those for breaking up coconuts. 


8. Arseno-benzol, salvarsan, neo-salvarsan, and nov-arseno- 
penzol are exempt from Customs duty and ‘“‘expediente.”’ 


9. All sporting goods imported directly by athletic, football 
and rowing clubs affiliated to recognised leagues or associations 
are free of ail Customs taxes. <A list of the goods covered by 
his exempticn is given in the Law. 

10. All material imported for radio-telegraphic installations 
are exempt from import duiy and ‘‘expediente.’’ 

11. All material destined for State hospitals. penitentiaries. 
etc., are exempt from import duty and ‘“‘ expediente.”’ 

12. Fresh fruit coming from the Argentine or other 
American States which treat favourably imported Brazilian 
goods are exempt from import duty and ‘‘expediente.”’ 

The Government is authorised to exempt from import 
duty apparatus intended for setting up the first two fac- 
tories established in Brazil for supplying tanning materials 
extracted from native materials.

Revuctions or JmMport Dury.—Reduced import duties 
are accorded in respect of material necessary for water.

Provistons ArrectinG KExrort.—The exportation of 
gold, silver, and other precious metals, in coin, In bars, or 
manufactured into articles, is prohibited. The Law also 
provides that by way of compensation for the Customs 
duties levied on their raw materials, exporters of jerked 
beef shall receive a refund of 20 reis per kilogramme of 
jerked beef (xarque) exported since the beginning of 
January, 1920. 

ARTICLES -FOR THE CENTENARY EXHIBITION.—Article 53 
of the Law provides Customs and other privileges for goods 
and articles imported for exhibition at the forthcoming 
xhibition to commemorate the Centenary of Brazilian 
Independence, including material and articles for making 
and ornamenting the pavilions.

CEREAL CROPS: NEW DETAILS, 


Having regard to the final results of 1921 crops in the 
northern hemisphere, taken in conjunction with those now 
coming to hand from the southern hemisphere, the Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture (Rome), furnishes parti- 
culars of the definite returns from the United States and 
the provisional figures from Uruguay. 

Unitep States.—The final data of 1921 harvests effect 
decided modifications in the previous estimates for some 
crops. The yield of wheat (winter and spring) is now placed 
at 476,935,800 centals, that of rye at 32,434,100 centals, of 
barley at 72,566,900, of oats at 339,435,800, of maize at 
1,725,500,600, and of linseed at 4,542,700 centals. The final 
returns show, as compared with previous estimates, an 1- 
crease of 7 per cent. for wheat, while the decreases for all 
other products enumerated amount to 10 per cent. for ryé, 
7 per cent. for barley, 2 per cent. for oats and maize, and 
13 per cent. for linseed. 

Urvevay.—The yield of wheat for the season 1921-22 is 
estimated at 7,275,300 centals, as compared with 4,661,000 
last year, and an average of 4,938,800 during the previous 
five years, the increases being respectively 56 per cent. and 
47 per cent. The yield of oats for the present season is estl-
